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Commuters Hit Hard By Crisis

The fuel shortage ts a probiem 
that has come under the fingers of 
sO many investigators and com- 
missions it defies the imagination 
The “crisis” has developed to a 
point where everyone is somewhat 
affected, with CSUS students pos- 
sibly the hardest hit because of the 
Miss of commuting students. 

How hard will Sacramento be 
hurt? Service stations are already 
limiting hours, and are allocated 
gas by their dealers. Sacramento 
industries such as the Campbell 
Soup plant and the Proctor and 
Gamble plant have already ex- 
perienced interruptions in service 
due to SMUD's electricity shor- 
tages. 

Regional Transit is running on 
a week-to-week basis due to the 
shortage of diesel fue! for their 
buses. Public school buses are run- 
ning into gas shortage problems. 
There seems to be shortage of 
everything but shortages. 

In an interview with Mark 
Winder, district sales manager for 
Shell Oil Company's Northern 
Calitornia-Nevada area, some 
answers have been found. 

“The reason Sacramento area 
service stations are limiting operat- 
ing hours ts because they have been 
cut back in gasoline to last year’s 
sales, and in some cases only a 
percentage of last year. 

Shell allocates their dealers at 
the rate of 94 per cent of last year’s 
sales.” comments Winder 

Distribution or lack of dis- 
tribution is probably the main 
problem. Allocation has become 
such a vast and complicated 


operation, so touled up that it 
allows Florida all the gas it needs 
while Oregon starves. 

“Anvthing short of rationing 
would be better.” says Winder 
“Rationing would be a nightmare. 
It would take months to plan a 
program that would be fair to 
everyone and then tt would have to 
work. Seif-allocation by the com- 
panies themselves, lowered speed 
limits, and generally less driving on 
the part of the consumer is the best 
bet for beating the shortage. 
Already in January there has been 
a 20 per cent decrease in gas con- 
sumption. A definite decision on 
rationing should be reached within 
another two weeks by the Ad- 
ministration, who's policies we do 
support.” 

The shortage will definitely get 
worse before it gets better, and it 
will take at least two to three years 
before things begin to get back to 
normal and prices start to drop. 

A fuel crisis was predicted two 
to three years ago by William 
Simon, now the country’s energy 
chief, but no one listened. “There 
has been a crisis for us for the last 
two years,” says Winder 
“Government regulated policies, 
and environmental pressures have 
been the most pressing problems, 
along with heavier automobiles 
and new pollution control 
equipment. 

“Regulations on the price of 
natural gas have been in effect since 
1954, and this combined with many 
other regulations designed to con- 
trol supply and inflation have 


taken the profit out of exploration 
for new ol and gas.” This has 


caused very little increase in supply 
while the demand has skyrocketed. 

The hunt for clean fuels, 
especially natural gas and low 
sulpher crude oil has worsened the 
problem more than anything else, 
because there just isn’t that much 
around. High sulphur crude oil is 
more expensive to refine and a 
worse polluter than the low 
sulphur type. 

“The U.S. uses so much fuel, 
over 30 per cent of world supply, 
that much of it is exported to 
foreign refineries for production, 
and then imported back to the U.S. 
for sale here. We just don't have the 
refining capacities. That's where 
many of these oil export figures 
come from, but whoever circulates 
these figures neglects to put the im- 
port figure for refined products 
along with them,” says Winder. 

As the questions keep piling up 
about how and why a shortage has 
developed, especially in a country 
that prides itself in planning and 
anticipating its future needs, the 
answers are getting fewer and far- 
ther between. 

The technology is there to solve 
the problem, in fact many new 
inventions have been patented and 
manufactured that could really 
help solve things. These inventions 
are never heard of though. They 
are either bought out or buried 
under by large corporations that 
can't afford the minimal profit loss 
these innovations might bring. 

Somewhere along the pay of 
this country’s growth, the interest 
of the consumer, the people, has 
been lost... It was lost in the name 
ol big business profit

The Bookstore’s present policy 
isto buy back textbooks being used 
in next semester's classes for 50 per 
cent of their cost. They are then 
resold to the students taking the 
classes at 75 per cent of the original 
cost. Participation in the Book 
Swap gives students the op- 
portunity to capitalize on the 
differing 25 per ceni so that both 
buver and seller do well 

Some students buy expensive 
textbooks for one class, only to 
find they are not being used the 
next semester.

Whitehead, author of over 60 
juvenile books, takes the popular 
belief that children should be 
taught early the appreciation of 
literature one step turther. He says 
that parents are a “key step” in the 
reading progress of their children 
and that they should take sincere 


their children’s 


interest in 
literature 
Too often, he claims, adults 
“have the tendency to forget the ex 
citement of the first time a child sits 
down and reads a book” 
Protessor Whitehead cont esses 
that learning to read ranked as one 
of the only three thrills of his lite 
The other two were “the first time 
my dad let me take the car.” and 
“the first girl Lever kissed.” 
Parents should respond to a 
child's needs by carefully selecting 
reading materials, he states. Books 
should be chosen for three essential 


qualities: |) appropriate pictures 
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2) the writer's ability to tell a story 
and 3) the outlining of a central 
character 

Picture books. when they 
adhere to these guidelines, are ex- 
tremely beneticial, Dr| Whitehead 
clams. Colortul and bright ilius- 


trations capture a youngster's 
nticrest while they relate a story

He confines his writing to after- 
school and evening hours, and ad- 
mits he doesn't see his family too 
much. (He is married and has two 
sons, to whom he dedicated The 
First Book of Bears 


“I'd tell you my sens’ names but 
I've forgotten what they are,” he 
chuckled, the exact epitome of the 
stereotyped “absent-minded 
professor.” 

He is piesently working on 
three books. Three others have 
been recently completed and are 
awaiting publication in New York 
Of these six, five are juvenile novels 
and one ts a textbook

Beginning next Monday the 
Hornet Bookstore will be buying 
books and will do so throughout 
the entire week and the following 
Monday. Jan. 28. Every semester 
the Hornet Bookstore buys back 
books, trying to obtain as many 
used books as possible. By having 
more used books available, 
students don't have to pay the new 
price on books, which means a 25 
per cent savings 

But how does the Hornet 
Bookstore buy books? Bring your 
books to the bookstore during the 
buy-back hours along the west wall 
of the bookstore building and just 
inside the door is the person who 
will buy them. The Hornet 
Bookstore uses store employees to 
do the buying. Many schools bring 
in outside buyers, but the 
bookstore feels that by having tts 
own employees doing the buying 
they will be more in tune with the 
needs of students that are unique to 
this campus. 

‘ Once you've reached the buyer, 
the price of your dooks will be 
determined and you will receive the 
money for them. Now how does the 
buyer know how much to give you 
for your books? First, by whether 
or not that book is going to be used 
again next semester. If the book is 
to be used the following semester 
(there will be a list of books that are 
going to be used again posted in the 
window of the bookstore) you will 
receive one half of the original sell- 
ing price of the book, and if the 
book isn’t going to be used again

Students who go in and out of 
colleges and fields of study but 
never seem to end their formal 
education have something new in 
store for them in California 


A regulation has been instituted 
in the California State University 
and Colleges system that allows ad- 
ministrators to place students on 
probation or disqualify them 
regardless of their grade point 
average. 

The regulation reads as follows: 

“An undergraduate or graduate 
student may also be placed on 
probation or may be disqualified 
by appropriate campus authorities 
for unsatisfactory — scholastic 
progress regardiess of cumulative

grade point average or progress 
points. Such actions shall be 
limited to those arising from 
repeated withdrawal, failure to 
progress toward an educational 
objective and noncompliance with 
an academic requirement. and 
shall be consistent with guidelines 
issued by the Chancellor.” 

At CSUS, however, action has 
not yet been taken on the 
regulation and no guidelines have 
been issued by the Chancellor for 
the regulation’s enactment.
